years or more in the old plants and 
in refuse left in the field. Popular 
rotatiojl is: potato on socy second 
year, oats or wheat; 
third 
year, 


clover; fourth year, clover. 
After 


a proper six year rotation this plan 
[has brought about an increase of 
from 75 to 200 bushels. 


"In preparing seed for planting, 


discard all that show excessive dis- 
ease ojispindle shape; disinfect the 
selected seed, either with formalde 
hyde or corrosive sublimate.
